The germs also .survived as long 
as one year in the muscle tissue 
and spleen of the frozen rabbits, 
ll months in the liver and eight 
months in bone marrow. 
This demonstrates, says the re­ 
port. “the danger to man of han­ 
dling infected rabbits

tinuously frozen for long periods."
